Hall was that of furnishing to the con­ 
tractor who supplies the station sau­ 
sage containing a preservative injuri­ 
ous to health. 
The contractor when 
arrested said he had the assurance of 
Swiit A Co., that the m eat contained 
nothing prohibited by the pure food 
laws of Pennsylvania.
